Toronto, November 9.— (Si)cclal to 
jrcGllt Dally by J. D. Arnup)— The 
University of Toronto Is determined 
to untangle Its rugby situation from 
top to bottom. At a meeting of the 
rugby ^ club ih Hart House today, 
j^ m tel ny "Bob" Qblloway presented a 
.rororgonlzed plan to over^tVlHtkbun^ 
;dred men! representing eve' 
the campus, and à spirit of buaî 
like determination ran through 
meeting which augurs well for 
'future. After warm ' discussion 
both aides, interspersed with an un- 
dercurrent of friction between the In- 
ter'faculty and university team re- 
presentatives, the members aslccd for 
a week to consider the plan In all 
its aspects. 

In brief, the scheme Is, first, that a 
central board of coaches should con- 
"ftrol interfaculty ri^gby teams, train- 
ing then! In nn up-to-date system of 
tactics, so-* that a man may readily 
ipove up from college squads to 
•Varsity twelves. Second, every man 
capable of playing on any of the four 
Varsity teams should turn out; the 
four squads «hould all bo cut down 
on tho sanio day, and tho Interfacul- 
ty managers Informed of tho men 
thus roleaaed. . 

Complete Harmony . 
In tHIs way tho latter would know 
exactly which men were available, 
and comploto harmony and under- 
standing would exist between tho 
Unlvei'slly and tho Interfaculty teams. 
The third suggestion is'. that a school 
;^for referees bo established, - so that 
^|3unlfprmlty will exist in tho way In- 
I^V.va'sa^f/SjWfaculty ^ 

kll?:;M'!?f ^: This plan Is calculated to build up 
four A'arslty teams strong ih the 
fundr mentals' of the game, with a 
'scouting system tq bring the best 
•material to liio top. 

Coae.hing School . 
The boardiKoft'coachoa would them- 
selves go' W à, coaching .school with- 
in tho University, and thua.ke^p in 
touch with all the latest in the grid- 
iron pastime. The key noto of the^ 
meeting was struck by Captain Gal- 
loway when ho aaid, "After all; we 
.are students. In tho University of 
■Toronto, and n\)t In individual col- 
lèges, Tho University must come 
first, and tho college second". That 
spirit will be carrying .Varsity to the 
forefront once more ' before another 
Beaaon has paased.

1 am In favour of Disarmament 
and am giving it all my support" ■was 
tho stRlonicnt of Sir Arthur Currie, 
Principal of McGlll Unlveralty, In an 
Interview yesterday regarding the ef- 
fect of tho Disarmament Petition on 
the C.O.T.C. - . 

"Naturally, at this time of year, 
with tho thirt'eentb anniversary of tho 
Armfsttce at hand, It is^ fitting that 
we should think of what we can do 
to make wars "Impossible, We bo- 
licvo that tho last war was the out- 
standing factor amopg th6 causes of 
the present financial and economic 
depression; It cost Croat Britain 
fifty thousand million dollars, and it 
cdst Canada two thjousand, million 
dollars..

war! , wo killed eleven million ot our 
fellow men, mutilated and amaahed 
another , twenty millions, 'created n^ne 
"■"•'--***^-l>anB and five million wl- 
Ith subsequent ■ increases 
in our scientific knowlodgb of death- 
dealing;, devices, .another war would 
lie eve^^^n^erribte.

During ' the last few years, 
contributions have fallen so low that 
receipts Inst Poppy Day were only a 
third ot what they had been pre- 
viously. It the need for aid had de- 
clined similarly,';, tho fact would be of 
little ' conacquence; thls^. year, how- 
ever, tho stralta of many of. the vet- 
erans aro more serious than ev«r.

Cambrldgo Is about as different from HicGIU 
as It la possible to Imagine. In^ the llrit i>laco, al- 
most all the undergraduates llvv In one or other 
ot the eighteen colleges. They get a very nice group 
ot two or three rooms tor about' Jib* for the throo 
terms ot Michaelmas, Ivcnt and Easter, These are 
usually a sitting-room with fireplace and two bed- 
rooms. As air the. buildings are very old, most of 
the rooms at^ quaint and not at all like the barren 
prison cells in that arebltecturat atrocity kno^n 
aa Sttafhoqna Hejll.

Is Pleasant Sport 

Targe Crowd At Alliance 
Française Meeting 

LECTURE ILLUSTRATED 

Alpine Climbing May Be 
Undertaken By Any Man 
Or Woihan 

That Alpine climbing may be un- 
dertalten by the average man or avo- 
man, was the opinion of Monsieur 
Bscarra, in an address at à raoeting 
of tho Alliance Française last,nlght. 
Monsieur Escarra is a prominent 
mountain cUnnber, arid Illustrated his 
lecture by pictures taken by himself, 
during his travels. 

Two motives influence the moun 
laln-climber stated Monsieur Escar- 
ra, tlie Jove of dangerous adventure, 
and tho appreciation ot magnificent 
scenery. It Is necessary to make a 
choice between two courses; one for 
the amateur climber -follows worn, 
lo-w peaks and stretclies of level 
ground; tho other course- is for the 
hardened and cxperlonocd bllmber 
and , leads to the lilglicst arid' most 
dangerous ascents imaginable, such 
as tlie pe.ak of Oisan, In tho Dau 
phine, and the peak ot Chamonix, 
In Mont Blanc. 

Describes Rangei, 
Monsieur ISsçarra described very 
ivlvldly with the aid, o£ his slides 
three of lite- main ranges in the 
French Alps, Mont Blano, Tho Dau 
phlno,.and th'o Calcaire. H'O shelved 
pictures ot tlie lilgheat peaks ot 
these mountains, and of many pecu- 
liar glacial formations found bn their 
sides. Some ot the peaks rlso in 
vertical walls, and make aeccrit al 
most Impossible, others have' very 
wide crevices and gaps; and there 
Is ono in the Dauphlno whose side is 
the lorm of many out-Jutting ram- 
parts, or "gendarmes" as the speak 
or termed
